She was born near 
Kansas City in 184, and was married to 
James at Kearney, Mo., in 1874. They had

Justice White. Wondered That All of 
the People in St. Louis Were 
Not Already Dead. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—The case of the 
State of Missouri against the Chicago 
Drainage Canal was begun in the United 
States Supreme Court Monday. Oral argu- 


ments were made. 

Attorney-General Crow and City Coun- 
selor Schnurmackher represented the’ com- 
plainant; former Judge Wiliam M. Spring- 
er and Charles “ reat fy of Chicago ap- 

or the defendan 
go Schnurmacher and Gilbert ad- 
dressed the court, their arguments follow- 
ing closely the printed briefs already filed 
> cas 
ie Gilbert, for the canal interests, con- 
tended that this court has not original 
jurisdiction of the case, and that the com- 
plainant has slept on its rights to injunc- 
tion, if any existed. 

In opposition, Mr. Schnurma ncher held 
that this court has original jurisdic tion of 
aH cases in which a state is @ party and 
numerous precedents were cited in support 
of the eontention. 

The decision will be first upon the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction, and if this point is de- 
cided in favor of the complainants, the ca- 
nal interests state they will ask for a jury 
trial of the case upon its merits.
